to Whip Jack Frost—. 


Long experience in the Covina district leads us to say 


that citrus growing as a pioneer industry is at an end. The 
fundamentals of this business have been learned. It has cost 
many fortunes and much grief to learn how to grow oranges 
and lemons at a profit, but if there is any consolation in the 
statement, it can be said that this is true of almost any kind 
of business endeavor anywhere. 


At the present time, we find ourselves fairly well estab- 


lished. Money is being made from the citrus groves. 
The 


old fallacy of the frostless belt has been disposed of. There 
are no frostless belts in California. Covina isn't frostless, 
nor is any other section of the citrus belt. But the orchard 
heating system has been so well perfected, the frost risk has 
been virtually removed. Frost conditions have been correct- 
ed through orchard heating. 
Eighty-five per cent of the 


Covina territory is under a good system of frost protection. 


The season is approaching when low temperatures are 


to be expected. If any man has not provided adequate heat- 
ing protection, he may quite possibly be out of luck in mak- 
ing a crop. Right now is .the time to get busy and prepare. 
The orchard heating program has made the difference be- 
tween non-profit and prosperity in the Covina valley. 


Covina on the South— 


It is not necessary to make the claim of being a prophet 


to,predict that all of the territory south of the city of Covina 
will one day be divided into high class residential property. 
It is inevitable that this improvement will come. 


The announcement last week by Tom Morrissey of the 


Pacific National bank of Los Angeles that he has purchased 
the 421 acres comprising the Rives ranch, and that much of 
it will be sold during the coming year for residence purposes, 
bears out this statement. This property, and the adjoining 
property on the bench above it, is very desirable. 
It is all 


under a good irrigation system. All of it lies within a drive 
of ten minutes of the city of Covina. It overlooks a valley 
planted solid to oranges, and faces a magnificent view of that 
great wall known as the Sierra Madre mountains on the 
north. 


It generally happens that someone from a distance real- 


izes the value of property before local citizens are aware of 
it. 
The Argus editor would like to see some of the local 


investors get in on this new improvement. Values cannot 
do anything but rise on the south of Covina. The trend has 
definitely begun. Right now is the time to get busy. 


The Way to Prosperity— 


United States Senator Samuel M. Shortridge said this 


week in a speech at Pasadena: 


"No state in the union is more directly interested in up- 


holding the American protective tariff doctrine and law than 
is California. 


"There is not aq industry in California that wishes to 


restore the Underwood tariff law—neither is there an indus- 
try that wishes to see the rate of duty fixed in the tariff law 
reduced. 


'Ts there an agricultural association in California that 


wishes to have the tariff duties on their products reduced? 
There is not one. 


"Is there a man or woman in California who wishes to 


strike down the tariff law that was urged by our manufac- 
turing, mining, agricultural, horticultural, poultry, dairy, 
wool, sheep, cattle and live-stock interests—a protective tariff 
law that was enacted by this Republican administration in 
spite of Democratic opposition? 


"Republican administrations build up industries—Demo- 


cratic administrations tear them down !" 


Practical Politics— 


C. C. Teague, president of the California Fruit Growers' 


Exchange, and president of the California Walnut Growers 
association, says that the Democratic party has put up a 
smoke screen this year that is beclouding the real issues. The 
chief issue in this campaign is exactly the; same issue with 
which the country has struggled for many years. It is. the 
tariff. He says: 


"I submit that we cannot afford to have our tariff 


schedules set up by the Democratic party, which party 
has always been the enemy of a proper protective 
tariff. If the Democratic party should elect its candi- 
date for president, in all probability a Democratic con- 
gress will be elected with him. If this should be the 
case, the tariff will undoubtedly be revised downward, 
and California and the Pacific coast will lose a large 
part of the protection it is now enjoying under Repub- 
lican administration. Revision downward of the tariff 
means disaster to the California growers." 


President Teague points out that the tariff on oranges at 


present is one cent per pound. The Underwood Democratic 
tariff bill of the Wilson administration placed the tariff on 
oranges at one-half a cent per pound. The Republicans, in 
the present tariff, have placed the lemon tariff at two cents 
per pound. The Underwood rate was a cent and a half. 
Walnuts unshelled now have a tariff protection of twelve 
cents per pound. The Underwood tariff rate was four cents 
per pound. 


There is but one logical and intelligent action for citrus, 


walnut and bean growers in this district, and that is to vote 
the Republican ticket straight. Those who depend for labor 
on these industries should aid the growers with their votes.

ernment, more efficient management 
of public funds, better traffic condi- 
tions, more effective planning and 
zoning, better power service and en- 
gineering and more healthful sani- 
tary and social conditions.
